SEATTI.E. Wash. 
(AP) — A 
threatened strike against the Boe­ 
ing Co., set for 12:01 a.m. Satur­ 
day, was halted by a temporary 
federal court injunction Friday. 
U.S. Dist. Judge William J. 
Lindberg granted an injunction 
for 10 days and ordered both sides 
to appear before him Feb. 1 to 
show cause wJiy it should not be 
made permanent for the 80-day 
cooling-off period prescribed by 
the Taft-Hartley Act. 
It also cov ered the Rohr Corp. 
plant at .Auburn. Wash., which 
adds accessories to jet engines 
for Boeing military and commer­ 
cial planes. 
President Kennedy ordered the 
Justice E>epartment a few hours 
earlier to seek the injunction on 
grounds the national safety would 
be endangered by a strike against 
Boeing, one of the nation’s largest 
defense suppliers.

Get Briefing 
From Rusk 
And McCone 


Stennis Promises 
Inquiry Into 
Latest Report

WASHINGTON (UPI)_.Sev eral 
senators said Friday after a top 
intelligence briefing that Russia 
has built a powerful military and 
political machine in Cuba ov er 
the past six months. Another said 
he heard nothing to indicate any 
“significant” buildup. 
The briefing was giv en by Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Rusk and 
Intelligence Chief John A 
Mc­ 
Cone before the Senate foreign 
relations subcommittee on Latin 
America. Shortly afterward the 
Senate preparedness subcommit­ 
tee announced new hearings on 
the reported Sov iet buildup. 
Rusk and McCone were ques­ 
tioned about the reported Russian 
"complex” in Cuba, the abortiv e 
Bay of Pigs inv asion, and other 
foreign 
affairs.

Kenneth B. Keating, R-N.Y., that

Chairman John C Stennis, D-

Afterwards he said the group 
would look into reports indicated 
that the Sov iet buildup “is rapid­ 
ly conv erting Castro’s forces into 
the second most powerful mili­ 
tary power in this hemisi:rfiere.”

The Labor Department report­ 
ed living costs in December reg­ 
istered their greatest decline in 
the past four years, the biggest 
drop for any month since Decem­ 
ber 1958. 
Robert J. Myers, deputy labor 
statistics commissioner, said how­ 
ever, that the adverse effects of 
the early December crop freeze 
in Florida are forcing up food 
prices so that January living 
costs will again be near a record. 
The 
December 
decline 
was 
measured at two-tenths of I per 
cent, bringing the government’s 
consumer price index to 105.8 per 
cent of the 1957-59 average. Tile 
December decline, a bit deeper 
than expected for the month, 
brought the index to three-tenths 
of I per cent below its peak level 
last September. 
Myers said a look at what hap­ 
pened to living coats during 1962 
showed they increased 1.2 per 
cent during the year, as com­ 
pared with I per cent in 1961, 1.5 
per cent in 1960 and .9 per cent 
in 1959. 
The Labor Department also re­ 
ported that the after tax earnings 
of factory workers rose to a high 
in December. The average for the 
worker with three dependents was 
$86 72 a week, compared w ith the 
prior peak of $86 45 last Septem­ 
ber. 
Myers said the December earn 
ings increase was due to some 
what higher pay rates and work 
hours and the year-end lag in So­ 
cial Security tax payroll deduc­ 
tions. 
Lower prices for food, in a 
measurement taken before the 
winter crop freeze effects began 
to be felt in grocery store prices, 
accounted for the December liv­ 
ing cost decline.

Vassall, an 
admitted homosexual who said he 
was blackmailed into spying by 
the Russians, was convicted and 
•entenced to 18 years in prison. 
The tribunal called on Clough to 
identify the government source 
Who told him that information 
supplied by Bassan enabled So­ 
viet “trawlers” to turn up at 
secret NATO naval maneuvers 
with uncanny accuracy. 
Parker has expressed sympa­ 
thy with Clough’s position but 
beld that the issue was one of 
“urgent” interest to the state and 
that all other interests — “pri 
vate, professional” — must be 
Subordinated.

Federa l budgets a re no thing mo re tha n 
eco no mic a ssumptio ns. 
At best, they a re in­ 
fo rmed guesses o n wha t ma y ha ppen in the 
nex t fisca l y ea r — a nd ex perience pro v es tha t 
mo re o ften tha n no t they ha v e been ba d guesses. 
A y ea r a go , fo r ex a mple, President Ken­ 
nedy predicted a surplus fo r the current fisca l 
y ea r o f a bo ut $5 00 millio n, but the la test esti­ 
ma te indica tes 196 2-6 3 will wind up with a n $8 .8 
billio n deficit. No t in a sco re o f y ea rs ha s a 
President guessed within a billio n do lla rs o f the 
fisca l fa cts. 
Ma y be the $11.9 billio n deficit Mr. Kennedy 
pro jects fo r 196 3-6 4 wa s pitched to o high a nd 
it ma y wind up a s o nly $10 billio n in red ink. 
Such a mo dera tely ha ppy circumsta nce, if it 
o ccurs, co uld be ex tremely useful to a ny a d­ 
ministra tio n o n the ev e o f a na tio na l electio n. 
.Ano ther o f Mr. Kennedy ’s guesses wa s tha t

Senator B arry Goldwater has indicated that he m ay 
be willing to seek the Republican nomination for the 
Presidency if enoug h support m aterializes in the nex t 
y ear or so. 
But if he is actually m aking a pitch for 
the privileg e of leading his party as a Presidential 
candidate in the effort to unseat the Kennedy Adminis­ 
tration, he IS doing it in a m ost paradox ical way , by 
knocking all the traditional implied powers of the 
Presidential office. 
Senator Goldwater paid his disrespect to the doc­ 
trine of the “ strong ” ex ecutive in a little-noticed speech 
delivered last week before the Air W ar Colleg e at 
Max well Air Base. Montg omery , Ala. The speech was 
superficially noteworthy in that Goldwater, in criticiz­ 
ing President Kennedy for a series of “ tiny coup 
d’e tats” which are reshaping the federal sy stem into 
a “ lopsided m onster” that is virtually “all ex ecutive,” 
served 
notice 
that 
he 
him self would, 
if 
elected, 
endeavor to be a “ constitutional” President. 
But of 
deeper import was Goldwater’s implied accusation that 
the U.S. Senate cannot be an effective policy m ak er 
in an ag e that dem ands ex pertise as the basis for 
im portant political decision. 


The rea l “ legisla to rs” fo r the na tio n, so Go ld- 
wa ter indica ted to the a ir o fficers a t .Ma x well ba se, 
a re the civ ilia n resea rch a nd co nsulta tiv e gro ups 
tha t wo rk fo r the ca binet depa rtments. W'ha t the 
technica l “ ex perts.” who ha v e nev er been elected 
to o ffice, reco mmend to the Depa rtment o f Defense 
o r the Sta te Depa rtment, to pick two ex a mples, 
seldo m ev en co mes to the a ttentio n o f the suppo s­ 
edly a ppro pria te Sena to ria l co mmittees. 
Yet the 
ex pertise beco mes the ba sis fo r na tio na l po licy . 
There is no Sena to ria l “ a dv ice,” no “ co nsent,” 
befo rf^ the civ ilia n reco mmenda tio ns a re tra ns­ 
fo rmed into the fa it a cco mpli o f ex ecutiv e decisio n. 


The Goldwater com plaints w ere not only g eneral; 
they w ere also specific.

no m em ber of the 
Senate .Armed Services Com m ittee w as apprised of 
the decision to scrap Sky bolt and to offer the Polaris 
m issile to NATO countries. 
Item : 
the m ost recent 
disarm am ent proposal offered at Geneva by the U.S. 
has never, to the Senator’s knowledg e, been discussed 
by the foreig n affairs com m ittee of either House. 
Item 
the 8 7 th Cong ress alm ost unanim ously supported 
additional appropriations for the B-7 0 prog ram , but the 
D epartm ent of Defense, rely ing on its own advisers, 
has “ consistently refused to recog nize the will of the 
people as ex pressed throug h the votes of the Con­ 
g ress” in m aking use of the money . 


In the ma tter o f medica l ca re fo r the a ged. 
Ba ld Go ldwa ter, Co ngress ha s a lrea dy spo ken Its 
wl.sh o n po licy by pa ssing the Kerr-Mills bill. 
But 
simply beca use this legisla tio n ha s fa iled to plea se 
the ex ecutiv e, the “ Depa rtment o f Hea lth, Educa ­ 
tio n a nd Welfa re is delibera tely using its po wers 
to stultify the Kerr-Mills pro cedures.” .As fo r Cuba , 
Sena to r Go ldwa ter to ld the a ir o fficers tha t Co n­ 
gress is o ppo sed no t Just to m issiles in Cuba but to 
the to lera tio n o f a Co mmunist ba se there a t a ll. 
Yet the President, reiv ing o n his o wn “ technicia ns,” 
a ppea rs to he entirely co mpla isa nt a bo ut missiles 
in Cuba pro v ided they a re o f a “ defensiv e” na ture. 


The upshot of Goldwatcr’s Max well Air Base re­ 
m ark s IS that he is starting a crusade to vindicate the 
powers of the U.S. Senate. But he doesn’t say how this 
is to be done, or even that it can be done. 
In every 
leg islative body of the W estern world the difficulty of 
assem bling the necessary ex pertise to .serve as the 
basis for effective foreig n, m ilitary and even domestic 
policy is defeating the best efforts of elected officials. 
In Eng land it is notorious that pressure g roups, when 
they are interesteil in affecting jx ilicy , .seldom bother 
with old-fa.shioned lobby ing in the House of Commons 
corridors. 
Instead, they lobby the appropriate White­ 
hall bureaucrats. 
If Senator Goldwater oan restore 
policy -m aking effectivene.ss to the U.S. Cong ress he 
will prove him self a g enius. 
And, ironically , he will 
have m ade it m ore im portant to rem ain a Senator 
than to become President of the United States.

No one has q uite adm itted it as 
y et; but the fact rem ains that the 
European policy of the Kennedy 
adm inistration has been broug ht 
to a jarring , shuddering halt by 
Gen. de Gaulle.

y ears, this has been the strong est 
of several reasons cited by the 
Kennedy

y ears, the hope has been that this 
larg er, 
m ore 
am iable 
Europe, 
with which business could be done, 
would come into being with Bri­ 
tain’s admission to the European 
Common M arket. 
The aim has been blocked, the 
hope has been frustrated, by de 
G aulle’s brutal veto on B ritain’s 
admission. Furtherm ore, the pro­ 
tests of the other five m em bers of 
the Common M arket have been 
p a l l i dl y ineffectual; 
and the 
G erm ans, long our w arm est Euro­ 
pean friends, have now interrupt­ 
ed their protests to sig n the new 
Franco-G erm an accord. 
In these circum.stances, at least 
for the tim e being , doing business 
with the European Common M ar­ 
ket m eans doing business with de 
Daulle. 
Yet de G aulle’s actions 
can only be interpreted as .sharply 
hostile to the U. S.

aircraft and g uide them away 
from an a ir accident. 
You g et the idea. Nothing is too 
far out for the council.

ing enuity of American inventors. 
Their idea is to stim ulate the kind 
of orig inal, inventive thinking that 
will open the way toward solution 
of some of the toug hest problems 
now facing the technical minds in 
g overnm ent.

As these ex am ples m ay sug g e.st, 
the second -eason for worry ing 
about an open political w ar be­ 
tween de Gaulle and the Kennedy 
adm inistration is, q uite simply , 
that it will be very difficult to 
keep within bounds. 
Such a contest, if perm itted to 
develop, will be a fig ht with no 
holds barred. 
Hence the only sensible Am er­ 
ican objective, in case of w ar, will 
be nothing le.ss than breaking up 
the European Common M arket. 
That is the only truly effective, 
truly decisive way of isolating de 
Gaulle, the only sure w ay of doing 
business with the rest of Europe 
without worry ing about de Gaul­ 
le’s strang e q uirks and g randiose 
views. 
It can be seen, then, why care­ 
ful stock-taking and honest fact- 
facing are now urg ent. Above all,

A Ready Remedy 
For Deficits 


Federal budgets are nothing more than 
economic assumptions. 
At best, they are in­ 
formed guesses on what may happen in the 
next fiscal year — and experience proves that 
more often than not they have been had guesses. 
A year ago. for example. President Ken­ 
nedy predicted a surplus for the current fiscal 
year of about $500 million, but the latest esti­ 
mate indicates 1902-63 will wind up with an SHB 
billion deficit. Not in a score of years has a 
President guessed within a billion dollars of the 
fiscal facts. 
Maybe the $119 billion deficit Mr Kennedy 
projects for 1963-64 was pitched too high and 
it may wind up as only $10 billion in red ink. 
Such a moderately happy circumstance, if it 
occurs, could he extremely useful to any ad­ 
ministration on the eve of a national election. 
Another of Mr Kennedy’s guesses was that 
Congress might he hostile to his record-breaking 
$08 8 billion budget and a $10 billion tax cut. 
all in a single year. Perhaps that explains hit 
promises that after an interim of annual deficits 
the tax cut would produce balanced budgets 
and economic prosperity in the years to come. 
But members on both sides of the Capitol 
seem unimpressed 
They complain loudly and 
at length of grandiose spending plans, fiscal 
irresponsibility, visionary figures, financial ruin, 
and so on 
But they have an antidote ready at 
hand. There s nothing to stop them from chop­ 
ping away at Mr Kennedy's requests. 
The budget is supposed to serve Congress 
merely as a guideline to the President's spend­ 
ing priorities 
The rest is up to the members. 
Only Congress has the power of the purse—and 
upon Congress alone rests the responsibility for 
determining federal spending.

U.S. On The Brink Of War With Gen. De Gaulle

Senator Barry Coldwater has indicated that he may 
be willing to seek the Republican nomination for the 
Presidency if enough supi*ort materialises in the next 
year or so 
But if he is actually making a pitch for 
the privilege of leading his party as a Presidential 
candidate in the effort to unseat the Kennedy Adminis­ 
tration, he is domg it in a most paradoxical way. by 
knocking all the traditional implied powers of the 
Presidential office.

in an age that demands expertise as the basis for 
important political decision. 


The real “legislators" for the nation, so Cold­ 
water indicated lo the air officers at Maxwell base. 
are the civilian research and consultative groups 
that work for the cabinet departments. What the 
technical "experts." who have never been elected 
to office, recommend to the Department of Defense 
or the State Department, to pick two examples, 
seldom even comes lo the attention of the suppos­ 
edly appropriate Senatorial committees. 
Yet the 
expertise becomes the basis for national policy. 
There is no Senatorial "advice." no "consent." 
before the civilian recommendations are trans­ 
formed into the fait accompli of executive decision. 


The Coldwater complaints were not only general: 
they were also specific. 
Item: 
no member of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee was apprised of 
the decision to scrap Skybolt and to offer the Polaris 
missile to NATO countries. 
Item, 
the most recent 
disarmament proposal offered at Geneva by the U.S. 
has never, to the Senator’s knowledge, been discussed 
by the foreign affairs committee of either House. 
Item 
the 87th Congress almost unanimously supported 
additional appropriations for the B-70 program, but the 
Department of Defense, relying on its own advisers, 
has "consistently refused to recognize the will of the 
people as expressed through the votes of the Con­ 
gress" in making use of the money. 


In the matter et medical care for the aged, 
said Coldwater. Congress has already spoken its 
wish on policy by passing the Kerr-Mills bill. But 
simply because this legislation has failed to please 
the executive, the "Department of Health, Edura- 
lion and Welfare is deliberately using its powers 
to stultify the Kerr-Mills procedures.” As for Cuba, 
Senator Coldwater told the air officers that Con­ 
gress is opposed not just to missiles in Cuba but to 
the toleration of a Communist base there at all. 
Yet the President, rehing on his own "technicians," 
^ 
appears to be entirely complaisant about missiles 
In Cuba provided they are of a "defensive" nature. 


The upshol of Coldwater^ Maxwell Air Base re­ 
marks is that he is starting a crusade to vindicate the 
powers of the US Senate. But he doesn’t say how this 
is to be done, or even that it can lie done. In every 
legislative body of the Western world the difficulty of 
assembling the necessary expertise to serve as the 
basis for effective foreign, military and even domestic 
policy is defeating the best efforts of elected officials. 
In England it is notorious that pressure groups, when 
they are interested in affecting policy, seldom bother 
with old-fashioned lobbying in the House of Commons 
corridors. Instead, they lobby the appropriate White­ 
hall bureaucrats. 
If Senator Goldw-ater can restore 
policy-making effectiveness to the U.S. Congress he 
will prove himself a genius. 
And, ironically, he will 
have made it more important to remain a Senator 
than to become President of the United States.

Germans, long our warmest Euro- 
pean friends, have now interrupt­ 
ed their protests to sign the new 
Franco-German accord, 
In these circumstances, at least 
for the time being, doing business 
with the European Common Mar­ 
ket means domg business with de 
Dauiie 
Yet de Gaulle's actions 
can only be interpreted as sharply 
hostile to the U S 
His almost 
openly announced eventual objec­ 
tive is to eliminate American in­ 
fluence from Fur >pe's sacred soil. 
The first impulse of the Ken­ 
nedy administration has been to 
retaliate rn kind. Eyes roll pious­ 
ly heavenwards 
Strong denials

that can be steered better, and 
tires that are more blow-out proof 
under rigorous combat conditions.

We also need a fool-proof way 
to automatically warn pilots of 
military and civilian aircraft that 
they're on a collision course with 
another plane in time for them to 
do something about it — or better 
yet, to find a device that will in­

You get the idea Nothing is too 
far out for the council. And. inci­ 
dentally, they don't put these lists 
together for light reading 
The 
council has unbounded faith in the 
ingenuity of American inventors. 
Their idea is to stimulate the kind 
of original, inventive thinking that 
will open the way toward solution 
of some of the toughest problems 
now facing the technical minds in 
government.

Hence the only sensible Amer­ 
ican objective, in case of war. will 
be nothing less than breaking up 
the European Common Market. 
That is the only truly effective, 
truly decisive way of isolating de 
Gaulle, the only sure w ay of doing 
business with the rest of Europe 
without worrying about de Gaul­ 
le's strange quirks and grandiose 
views. 
It can be seen. then, why care­ 
ful stock taking and honest fact- 
facing are now urgent. Above all, 
if we mean to take the actions 
that de Gaulle w ill interpret mean­ 
ing war to the knife, it is vital not 
to cherish any illusions about 
where those actions must lead. 
A wholly new situation confronts 
the U. S. and some months given 
to studying it will not be time 
wasted.

I'm an old connoisseur of weath­ 
er stones. "Blizzards Howl Across 
Great Plains " There's a headline 
yo ucan get your teeth into "Mid­ 
west Paralyzed by Arctic Blasts. 
No Relief In Sight " Nothing like 
a weather story' because it has no 
politics, no religion, and it strikes 
at all ages.

think 
the 
first 
newspaper 
story I ever read, as a wee tot, 
was a weather story—for a very 
simple reason: 
if it 
got 
cold 
enough in Wisconsin, they closed 
the schools. This didn t happen 
often It had to get damned cold 
in Wisconsin before they closed 
the schools We’d sit in our over­ 
coats, declining l-atin verbs in 
our shrill frozen voices, and be­ 
lieve me there’s nothing colder 
than a Latin verb in an overcoat. 
Ever since that’s been my criter­ 
ion for cold: until they close the 
schools it isn’t really cold Conse­ 
quently when I read here that the 
schools were closed in Normandy, 
I knew we had a real winter on 
our hands. 
The French are pretty good at 
the weather story bit, too. and 
sometimes, 
I 
think 
it 
sounds 
colder in French. "Un vent glacial 
a souffle hiver sur Paris.” Doesn't 
that 
sound 
cold’ 
My 
favorite 
French weather word is gele. 
Everything has gele-ed here The 
Rhine has gele-ed 
The Danube 
has gele-ed 
in 
Budapest. The 
Seine has gele-ed, My feet are 
geleed and that takes lots of 
froideur 
French has some wonderfully 
cold words. Verglas, for instance, 
which 
just 
sounds colder and 
more slippery than ice. 
Ie verglas perturbs the life 
economic La vie raUnts in Paris 
because of the froid Tile factories 
are 
abandonnees, 
the 
maisons 
are inert It says in the newspa­ 
pers 
"Ce froid glacial constitue 
une veritable catastrophe " 
Somehow weather always sounds 
much worse in the newspapers 
than it does out the front window. 
There s nothing more satisfying 
than to read about someone rise's 
lousy weather from a good safe 
distance. 
Here in Pans we've 
been 
reading 
about 
how 
the 
froideur paralyse the Midwest. 
At the same time the Times re­ 
ports: "Temperature fell so low 
in Switzerland that 
the hardy 
monks and trusty dogs of St. Ber­ 
nard retreated to the valley from 
their Alpine monastery " 
That's a real weather sentence. 
It s got a famous place nam*' like 
St Bernard, a famous an mal, hu­ 
mans — and it s far away. A great 
weather 
sentence is 
something 
like "Temi>erature tell so low in 


the* Pyrenees that the wolves are 
coming out of the forests and at­ 
tacking the peasants in the vil­ 
lages " 
That s got peasants, wolves, hun­ 
ger — and It’s a long way from 
Chicago. In the Pyrenees they like 
to read "Blizzards paralyze Mid­ 
west. cutting rail lines and tying 
up shipping " 
When I was rn California, the 
newspapers revelled in headlines 
like: "Citrus Crop Threatened By 
Frost In Florida." Distance lends 
verisimilitude Somehow weather 
up close never seems that had. 
I ve walked through many a city 
that is "paralyzed" by cold, or 
"lashed" by the winds of the hur­ 
ricane, forced or battered 
by 
storms, and all the rest of it, and 
things never seemed all that bad. 
I just got back from Switzerland 
where the weather was terribly 
picturesque in the newspapers. 
Avalanches. Ret Ord cold. Tow ns 
cut off. Villages paralyzed. Well. 
it was winter, all right. No doubt 
about that. Snow on the roofs. 
Cold. 
While in Gstaad I read with de­ 
licious appreciation about drop­

ple think that in reading 'it s cold* 
or ‘cold distended on France’ the 
public would not have the neces­ 
sary maturity to think that the 
cold would have an effect on his 
physical well being. On the other 
hand, ‘Brrr 
* requires him to 
shiver, to chatter his teeth The 
reader is not supposed to have 
enough sense to make the rela­ 
tion between a headline and his 
body.”

wood,” says Larry Ward, “ are 
the horses.” 
Ward will star as U. S. Marshal 
Frank Ragan in ‘ The Dakotas,” 
ABC’s new televisk» adventure 
series. 
“ I’ve yet to see a nag attempt 
less than a ’Charge of the Li^it 
Brigade’ entrance when the signal 
is given for the cameras to roll,” 
he explains 
“ Even when the 
beast isn’t in the scene.” Larry, 
who learned to ride in his home 
town, Colmnbus, Ohio, and on the 
bridle paths of Central and Van 
Cortland Parks, in New York 
City, further maintains that Holly­ 
wood trained mounts are so re­ 
sponsive to cues that they create 
difficulties for their actor-riders. 
“ You’ve got to be alert when 
aboard a professional steed,” says 
Ward. “ These horses are trained 
to stumble, fall, stamp about and 
buck—on cue. Anti when the buz­ 


zer sounds for a film take, they’re 
ready to run through their reper­ 
toire of stunts at a signal.” 
The actor is so busy keeping 
track of his mount that following 
script directions is a problan, let 
alone acting. 
“ And while the actor is bumb­ 
ling around,” 
Ward continued, 
“ his horse is performing with the 
aristocratic air of a thoroughbred, 
which he probably isn’t.” 
According to Ward, the spirited 
and well-trained Hollywood horse 
responds best to a rider who is 
sure of his seat. This, he adds, is 
typical of riding horses in or out 
of Hollywood. The horse’s idea, he 
quipped, is, Man doesn’t belong 
‘up there’ so get rid of him, and 
fast.

“I’ve yet to see a nag attempt 
less than a ‘Charge of the Light 
Brigade’ entrance when the signal 
is given for the cameras to roll," 
he explains. “Even when the 
beast isn’t in the scene." Larry, 
who learned to ride in his home 
town, Columbus, Ohio, and on the 
bridle paths of Central and Van 
Cortland Parks, in New York 
City, further maintains that Holly­ 
wood trained mounts are so re­ 
sponsive to cues that they create 
difficulties for their actor-riders. 
"You’ve got to be alert when 
aboard a professional steed," says 
Ward. "These horses are trained 
to Mumble, fall, stamp about and 
buck—on cue. And when the buz­ 


zer sounds for a film take, they're 
ready to ran through their reper­ 
toire of stunts at a signal." 
The actor is so busy keeping 
track of his mount that following 
script directions is a problem, let 
alone acting. 
"And while the actor is bumb­ 
ling around." Ward continued, 
"his horse is performing with the 
aristocratic air of a thoroughbred, 
which he probably isn't." 
According to Ward, the spirited 
and well-trained Hollywood horse 
responds best to a rider who is 
sure of his seat. This, be adds, is 
typical of riding horses in or out 
of Hollywood. The horse's idea, he 
quipped, is, Man doesn't belong 
‘up there’ so get rid of him. and 
fast.
